OT only the Eyes of London and

"Tis hoped however, that the 
Britié Hercules of Policy will not iorget, that the laft Fall” 
he gave the Ant@ii was rather too gentle ; and that, from 
touching their Mother 7erra, which fome write Thefaura, 
the Narfe of Corruption, they rebounded into a higher 
Degree of Power. The next Encounter muft be by an 
effeCtual Grapple with them in the Air, and a Sufpenfion 
from the communicative Force of The/aura.

tion which happened on the 1ft of Odtober, 1748, between 
a Britth Squadron under his Command, and a Squadron 
of Spain; and having heard the Witnefles, as well ‘r the 
Crown as the Pritoner, and alfo what the Prifoner had to 
fay in his Defence, and thoroughly confidered the fame, 
the Court do unanimovfly agree, ‘That it has appeared 
that Mr. Knowles, by forming the Line to the North- 
ward, upon feeing the Enemy in the Morning, acted pro- 
perly, and like an Officer ; but while he was ttanding for 
the Enemy, he might, by a different Dilpofition of his 
Squadron, have begun the Attack with fix Ships, as early 
in the Day as four of them were engaged, and that there- 
fore, by his negleéting to do fo, he gave the Enemy a 
manifeil Advanrage ; but in the Situation the Squadron 
was atthe time the Tilbury returned the Enemy’s Fire, 
the Rear- Admiral feems to have acted properly in making 
the fignal for Battle, and beginning the Engagement then 
as he did; that it appears the Cornwall continued in clofe 
and fimart Adtion better than an Hour, and that Mr. 
Knowles remained on board her, with his Flag, after fhe 
wts difabled from continuing the Aétion, though he might, 
upon her being difabled, have fhifted his Flag on board a- 
nother fhip; and the Court are unanimofly of Opinion, 
that he ought to have done fo, in order to have conduéted 
aad direéted during the whole Aion, the Motions of the 
fquadron entrulted to his Care and Conduét ; but as it ap- 
pears that Mr Knowles expreffed great Earneftnefs and 
Zeal to get into Aétion, and, while the Cornwall was en- 
gaged, thewed great Perfonal Courage, Therefore, the 
Court do unanimoufly think, that his not removing his 
Flag arofe from Miltake, and not from Backwardnefs to 
bring his Perfon into Action ; and upon Confideration of 
Mr. Knowles’s whole Conduct relating tothe Action, the 
Court do unanimoufly agree, that he falls under Part of 
the «qth Article of the Articles of War, namely, the 
Word Negligence, and no other, and alfo under the 23d 
Article. And the Court do therefore unanimoufly adjudge 
that he be reprimanded, for not bringing up the Squadron 
in clofer Order than he did, and not beginning the Attack 
with as great Force as he might have dave done, and allo 
for not fhifting his Flag, upon the Cornwali’s being dif- 
abled.
